GOVERNMENT 
RECEIPTS 
Hnst Raeeetl the Kspeuses to iasnre 
Publle CouOdeuce. 
There was never any difficulty about 
getting sufficient revenue to pay the 
expenses of the government when the 
Republicans were in control, nor will 
there be if that party is again placed m 
full power. Of coarse, to enact a tariff 
bill, the Republicans must control the 
senate as W'ell as the house, and it is 
possible that they may uot be able to do 
that until two years from now. 
It all 
depends on the degree of completeness 
of the Republican victory in November. 
The McKinley bill was passed to re­ 
duce the revenues of the government, 
which were excessive, to correspond 
with the necessary exix'iiditures, and 
this It did alnimt exactly 
When the 
Democrats beimn to tinker with the 
tariff law imports were largely sns- 
pended, waiting for lower duties, and 
on this account in 1894, the last year of 
the Mckiiiley bill, the government rev 
eime, oimttiiig the jxistoffice receipts, 
were $297,722,019. This was iusaflicient 
and the Wilson bill by still lowering 
duties kept the revenue at just about 
this flgure, the government inoome for 
189,'i being $287,894,691, and for 1896 
$299,804,1^ H>. 
The McKinlev act did much better 
than this. 
In tiie three years daring 
which the law was ia op<>ration an- 
menaced by the prosix^ct of immediate 
change the goverunient revenue, iiiclud 
ing iMistal receipts, was as follows ;

Judge W illiam Lawrence of 
B elle­ 
fontaine has written a letter concern­ 
ing the political situation, which was 
published in the N ew s-Republican of 
that city, and from which w e take the 
follow ing extracts:

If those words were not of record it 
would bv difficult to believe th at any in­ 
telligent and rational American uttered 
them. 
The Asiatic countries, Russia aud tho 
Houth and (Central American states on 
the silver basis, would prove a wretched 
substitute 1 *r Europe as a custom er of 
the United Hi ates 
Last year the total 
of our exports t i Mexico was $1(1,006.803; 
to the whole of (ventral America, $6,- 
629,IKM); to European Russia, $5.959.WM); 
to Argentina, $4,456,600 ; to (Thins, $8,- 
601,866; to Chile, fN.fPl.OW. 
To th * 
United Kingdom alone the value of our 
exports was $887.170,IWW.; to G erm any, 
192,068,968; to Canada. $52,894,916; to 
France, $45.084,THI ; to the Netherlands, 
$81,011,775; to Belgium. $96,860,8$$. 
Passing by other countries, w hether on 
gold or silver basis, it need* but these 
to illustrate the .colossal absurdity of 
Mr Bryan's suggestion. 
As Mr. Bryan professes to lie seeking 
a market for the American farm er, hi* 
proposal of the salad Ration of Asia and 
the silver si sudanl countries of this 
continent for Europe as our customer 
carries w ith it an appearance of cruel 
irony.

W hile T hat o f Silver I* F a llin g . 
Due of Mr. Bryan s strong points in 
hi* appeal to the western farm ers is that 
the low price of wheat is caused by the 
demonetization of silver. 
To be sure, 
wheat was higher in 1876 or in 1881 
thau it had been in 1870, but facts are 
unimportant in connection w ith "the 
crime of 1878." 
W heat has unques­ 
tionably fallen in price, aud so has sil­ 
ver ; therefore, if we inflate the price of 
silver the price of wheat must rise. 
If the decline of wheat has been due 
to the decline of silver, how does it 
happen that the price of wheat is now 
rising, while that of silver is still going 
down? In the lost week of August the 
price of December wheat in Chicago 
wa* 58 cents a bushel. 
On Saturday 
lust it was L 
cents, an advance of 14 
cents, or more than 2S per cent, iu five 
weeks. 
At he former date the prioe of 
bar silver in New York was 67*^ cents 
au ounce and on .Saturday it was 68£s 
cents, a decline of 9 per cent. 
Clearly the prices of both commodi­ 
ties are* regulated in the same way by 
the world’s supply and demand. 
We 
produce in this country more wheat 
than we can consume, and the price at 
which we can sell the surplus abroad 
determines the price it will command at 
home. 
W hen the foreign dem and is 
small—or the supply from other coun­ 
tries abundant—wheat declines ; when 
exports iucr* ase, prices rise again. 
Even the most confiding 
Populist 
must perceive th at the recent upw ard 
movement in the gram m arket has not 
been brought about by free cornage or 
by the promise of it. 
Silver has no* 
shared in the advance, as it should have 
done by the Populist theory, because 
thjere has bccu no increased dem and for 
it, and a bushel of w heat w ill buy ac­ 
tually more silver today—-as well as 
more iron. or steel or alum inum —than 
when it w * selling at a dollar. 
And 
with the rise iii wheat the quotations of 
Bryan 
stock 
decline.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Four more fuses are re­ 
ported hen*. 
Tho victims are Theislore 
Buhr, hi* wife und tw o children. Their 
condition is quite serious. 
Following so closely after the pros­ 
tration of all tile students in Concordia 
college in this city, and the sim ilar 
affliction of over 60 people wl o ate the 
fish, the news from Merill is* causing 
quite a panic from fish eaters and deal­ 
ers. 
Tw enty additional cases are rn- 
ported fnim B rotherton, on the east 
shore of Lake W innebago, the family 
of George W eber, consisting of him self, 
wife aud five children, being in u seri­ 
ous condition. 
The analysis by the Milwaukee health

No fa r For American* to Try to Com­ 
pete In South America. 
New Y ork, Get. 7.—Among the jnts- 
seagers who reached this city OU board 
the American line steam er New York 
was Secretary G. W. Fish back of tin 
American legation at Buenos Ayres iii 
company w ith a party of lo American 
m anufacturers who hail bei n studying 
commercial interests in South America. 
The entire tim e consumed in Brazil 
and the A rgentine Republic was out 
unbroken series of fetes and banquets, 
the people in every instance turning out 
to do the party honor. 
Secretary Fish back said that at the

reset tim e it was impossible for the 
roiled States m anufacturers or m er­ 
chants to compete w ith the English in 
the great commercial centers of Bouth 
America. 
The English have establish­ 
ment* in every center, and ships to 
transport the goods hither aud thither.
